Steel Tank Rose High in Air. 

Fire Chief Smith was driving his 
automobile over the Manchester 
bridge at the junction of the Alle- 
gheny and Monongahela rivers, in 
full view of the explosion when it 
occurred. 

Begrimed firemen, fought their 
way through the~- debris-choked 
streets, aided by volunteer rescue 
workers. They were menaced by 
tottering walls, dangling.wires and 
flooded streets. 

Here and there the firemen halt- 
ed to pick up an injured victim. 
At one point they stumbled on an 
infant baby boy. Another little 
fellow, cut by flying debris, toliJ 
the firemen he! was Jack Smith, 4 
years old, but didn’t know where 
he lived. 

Factory Workers Under Debris. 

When rescuers reached a point 
near the tank, they found that the 
large factory building occupied by 
the Union Paint Co., had caved in,

Son Finas Body of Father. 

Ray Michaels, am emergency 
electric lineman, stumbled over 
the body of a man in the Street. 
He turned the body over, and saw 
it was his father, C. F. Michac-s, 
superintendent of the wrecked gas 
works. The son accompanied the 
body to the morgue. 

An area of approximately one 
square mile, fronting on the Ohio 
River, was devastated by the blast, 
a reporter found that in some in- 
stances only the. roofs were. lifted 
from houses. 


Eight blocks fronr the tank, in 
the middle of a street, rested a 
twisted mass of steel, a. section of 
the big gas container. Only a great 
black scar marked the spot where 
the tank stood. 

Many homeless families found 
shelter in houses outside the 
wrecked zone, Several hours after 
the tank exploded the entire re- 
gion was choked by the odor of 
gas. 

The scene of the disaster is a 
thickly settled district, overlooking 
the Ohio River and directly across 
the stream from Mount Washing- 
ton, within sight of the downtown 
section. The district contains the 
homes of hundreds of workmen, 
warehouses and many industrial 
plants. It stretches east and west, 
along the Ohio Ri r. a short dis- 
tance from the point where the Al- 
legheny and Monongahela rivers 
meet to form the Ohio, 

Patrolman Sylvester Stoehr was 
strolling along his beat on a street 
fronting the Ohio River when the 
big gas tank went up. The offic~r, 
just a few seconds before, had no- 
ticed a small boy playing on the 
river bank. The force of the blast 
knocked the lad into the river. 
The policeman threw off his coat, 
jumped into the water and res- 
cued the unconscious lad.

Senator 
Control Problem Should Have 
Priority in Congress. 


United States Senator soseph T. 
Robinson of Arkansas, addressing 
Mississipp!I Valley Association 
at Hotel Statler today, stressed the 
need for immediate 
flcod prevention. He urged 
proposals involving prolonged 
investigation and controversy be 
deferred, and that measures on 
which there is agreemenq be 
undertaken at once. ' 

“To be more specific,” Senator 
Robinson said, “Congress should: 

“1, Provide for recognition by 

law of the national obligation to 
construct and maintain such pub- 
lic works as the surveys already 
made and those hereafter to be 
completed indicate are necessaryAo 
acecmplish relief against the dan- 
ger of floods.

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Reed for Federal Direction 
Of Waterways Control Work 


Senator Urges “American Policy of Devel- 
opment of Internal Resources”—Decries 
Railway Opposition to Rivers. 


United States Senator James A. | 


Reed, addressing the Mississippi 
Valley Association at. the opening 
session of its two-day meeting, at 
Hotel Statler today, said the Gov- 
ernment should begin work on the 
lower Mississippi at once, as part 
of a complete program of flood 
control and navigation develop- 
ment. 

Senator Reed was the chief 
speaker at the morning session of 


the convention, which is held just 


before the convening of Congress, 


to suggest a program for vane 


way development. 

In beginning his address, Sen- 
ator Reed argued the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s responsibility for flood 
control. It is the Federal Govern- 
ment’s duty, he said, to provide 
means of communication between 
different sections, and in pursuance 
of this duty, it subsidized railroads 
by large grants of land. The obli- 
gation to improve the rivers for 
navigation is not disputed, he said, 
but the duty of protection against 
floods has not been so thoroughly 
accepted. 

Citing precedents for Federal 
flood control, Senator Reed spoke 
of the expenditure of large sums 
for irrigation, and said that if the 
Government should spend money to 
put water on land where it is need- 
ed, it has also the duty to spend 
money to keep water off land 
where it will be déstructive. 

“Flood prevention, “power con- 


action toward he rvation and navigation are inter- 


that | 


related and inter-dependent propo- 
sitions,” Reed said. “Closely con- 
nected with them is the develop- 
ment of the great interior and the 
betterment of the condition of 
farmers and manufacturers.” 

He placed the loss caused by the 
Mississippi floods at $500,000,000 
to $800,000,000. If that sum, he 
said, had been in flood prevention, 
it would probably have been suffi- 
cient to harness the Mississippi and 
its tributaries for a century. He 
mentioned, as an added and con- 
stant é€lement of loss, the preven- 
tion of production on millions of 
acres by the fear of annual or 
periodical overflows. 

As necessary parts of the plan to 
be adopted, Senator Reed named 
spillways and outlets for the lower 
Mississippi, impounding of head 
waters for irrigation in the West 
and Northwest, and construction of 
dams, the power from which 
should be furnished to the public 
at the lowest possible cost. 

“It is no part of my purpose to 
undertake to lay down the plan 80 
vast a proposition.” Reed said. 
“Its complete development must be 
left to our great engineers, but of 
two things I am perfectly certain. 
The work on the lower Mississippi 
should begin at once, and in con- 
nection with it some form of rellef 
or aid should be given to the suf- 
ferers of that vast section; and 
perhaps it will be found necessary 
to render aid to the afflicted who 
have recently suffered by the de- 
vastating storms of the Hast. Sec- 
ond, the entire scheme of river de- 
velopment will, of course, in the 


end transform these streams into 
great arteries of commerce, but the 
work of development for naviga- 
tion purposes cannot be delayed 
until the entire plan has. been 
worked out.” 

Reed then cited 
the Government barge 
Mississippi-Warrior Service. Start- 
ing under many disadvantages, he 
said, the enterprise had scored a 
triumph, with increase in tonnage 
on the Mississippi branch from 
160,000 tons in 1920 to 1,044,694 
tons in 1926. The rates are 80 per 
cent of railroad tariffs, and he es- 
timated a saving in freight rates of 
$11,022,111 on the Mississippi and 
more than $1.500,000 on the War- 
tior River. As the line was able 
to accept only about one-third the 
business offered, Reed estimated 
that with proper equipment it 
could have saved shippers more 
than $35,000,000 within seven 
years. 

Development of the Missouri, 
upper Mississippi and Ohio Rivers 
will add vastly to the volume of 
waterway traffic, Reed said, mak- 
ing detailed mention of each of 
these undertakings. 

Raitroad officials who obstruct 
waterway development are short- 
sighted, the Senator declared. He 
mentioned the Government aid ex- 
tended to inany railroads as a rea- 
sow why the railroads should not 
set themselves against any meth- 
od of transportation which will 
benefit the country at large. 

The Panama Canal, Reed said, 
has worked disastrously for the in- 
terior states and for the railroads 
which serve them. It was, there- 
fore, he said, to the interest of the 
railroads to assist in waterway de- 
velopment as a means of keeping 
up the industries of the interior, 
where the roads will be assured of 
a large traffic, though the water- 
ways also carry much, 

Rallroad officials who oppose wa- 
terway development were likened 
by Reed to wage workers, who, 
in the past, tried to check the In- 
troduction of machinery, which, 
however, came inevitably and im- 
proved conditions for all, including 
the workers. “No institution can 
afford to stand against economic 
advancement.” Reed declared. 

Senator Reed urged that the 
convention, before adjourning, 
should take every practical step 
toward framing legislation and 
adopting methods to establish an 
“American policy for development 
of internal resources.” 

“The time,” he said, “is ripe for 
a great forward movement.” 

Using the estimate made in the 
report of President Smith of the 
association, Reed said that the ig 
gregate cost of flood control, wa- 
terway development, irrigation, *e- 
forestation, reclamation, reservoirs 
and power projects, would be i1,- 
900,000,000, but that the expendl- 
ture would be ~pread over 10 years.

14.—Full condemnation of Mihail 
Manoilescu, former Under Secre- 
tary of Finance who is on trial, on 
charges of attempting to restore 
Prince Carol to his throne in Ru- 
mania, was demanded by § the 
prosecution today before the court- 


martial hearing the case. 

Col. Carapancea, in an eloquent 
address presenting the entire story 
of the alleged conspiracy for the 
State, declared that the Rumanian 
code provides penalties even for 
the preparation of a plot and de- 
manded the full penalty. The full 
penalty is life imprisonment. 

He asked the five military judges 
of the court what guarantees there 
were if Prince Carol should return 
to Rumania as Regent. 

Declaring that Manolleseu’s 
notes showed that it was his tn- 
tention to bring Carol back to Ru- 
mania this year, Carapancea @s- 
serted that Manoilescu’s plans 
could not haye been carried out by 
legal means. 

The prosecutor said he was 
deeply impressed by Manoilescu’s

“IT have the greatest respect for 
a life of honest labor such as his,” 
Carapancea said, “but even the

VIENNA AFTER TEN YEARS. 
Irom the New York Evening Post. 

HILE soviet Russia is celebrating its 

tenth anniversary as a communist 
state the city of Vienna is entering upon its 
tenth year under Socialist rule. It would be 
easy to carry the analogy between Russia 
and Vienna too far, but it is interesting to 
note that, while the former is the only 
freat country governed according to the 
principles of communism, the latter is the 
only great city of the world in which the 
Socialist experiment has been conducted 
over a period long enough for any estimate 
to be made of its practical value. 

Socialism Vienna’s answer to the 
chaos into which the proud capital of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire was plunged by 
the World War. Ten years ago the city 
Was starving. With the conclusion of peace 
the tiny Austrian state faced economic dis+ 
aster. Only the direct intervention of the 
Allied Powers, acting through the League 
of Nations, saved it from collapse. Vienna, 
once gay and prosperous, had to fight for 
its very life, for the Austria of which it 
was once the hub and center had so shrunk 
that it could not supply the needs of a 
great urban coOmmunity, while the manu- 
facturing interests of the capital had lost 
their markets. For Vienna something like 
Socialism, which would draw upon whatever 
wealth remained to its citizens for the re- 
sources to save its great working popula- 
tion, was probably the only thing which 
could have saved it. 

To that extent at least the Socialist ex- 
periment has been successful. Vienna is 
still in existence and in many projects, such 
as its solution of the post-war housing prob- 
lem, the city’s Socialist administration has 
done admirable work. It is putting up a

It may be, of 
course, that even an American income can- 
not be fndefinitely stretched, and what is 
spent on automobdiles, ete. must be made 
Up Ig other @frections. But there would be 
evidence to show that luxury is net fatally 


corroding the economie and moral fiber of 
the nation, 

Simple tastes have not disappeared. 
Americans still consume 30 5-cent cigars per 
capita annually. The 5-and-10 stores grow 
like weeds and multiply like rabbits. 

Collectively the American people may 
seem to be on a spending spree, not even ap- 
proximated by the profligacy and extrava- 
gance of the ancients, but individually they 
are guided in their spending not by a de- 
sire to squander money, but by a desire to 
get the most out of life and the most out 
of their money.

Crime Commission the names of all sureties 
on bonds of gartgsters, habitual criminals 
and persons charged with felonies generally, 
together with notations as to any bondsmen 
rejected because of irregular practices. 
After these lists are sifted all the courts 
are to be informed as to any bondsmen 
who have been refused privileges in any 
one of the courts. 

It is experience of Chicago and most 
other cities that bondsmen who have been 
kicked out of one court for misrepresenting 
their property holdings, for failure to pay 
forfeitures or for other reasons, have been 
able to go into other courts where they are 
less known and be accepted. The clearing 
house system, which is nothing more than 
a blacklist system, is expected shortly to rid 
Chicago of the worst offenders among its 
professional bondsmen. 

The plan is worth considering in other 
cities. The evils of the bonding system 
generally prevailing do not need extensive 
discussion; they are well known. They 
contribute much to the difficulties in dea}. 
ing With incorrigible criminals and the 
shyster lawrers who defend them.

‘Machine Made. 


R ENE LACOSTE, world’s pre- 
mier tennis player, tells that 
he gained proficiency at tennis 
by practicing against a machine, 
which could fire tennis balls at 
his back hand or forehand, over 
his head or at his toes, and 
otherwise make him extend him- 
self. The machine could fire 
1000 shots from four different 
angles, and could be operated by 
one who did not play the game. 

Such a machine might have 
helped Lacoste, but it could not 
have MADE him great.

not his mechanical perfection, 
but intelligent application of it.

Somme of Dogdom. 


HE extent of that dreaded 

scourge of the canine worid 
distemper was shown by the tre- 
mendous interest displayed in 
what is said to be a helpful 
remedy for certain forms of dis- 
temper, published some days ago 
in this column, at the suggestion 
of Winton Barker, himself a 
hunting dog fancier. 

Mr. Barker had lost an entire 
kennel of hunting dogs, two 
years ago, and lost three last 
vear through distemper. Then 
he encountered a greyhound dog 
owner who gave him a remedy, 
to be used in cases of distemper 
where the intestines were af- 
fected. Barker had fine luck 
with it and broadcast the glad 
news to dog owners. 

However, diagnosing the 
distemper is the principal fea- 
ture and remedy should the cure 
be administered only under 
veterinary’s diagnosis of the case 
as intestinal distemper. Ten 
drops of carbolic acid throughly 
mixed with one tablespoonful of 
glycerine for adult dogs and less 
than half, according to age, 
pups. 

The germ of distemper has not 
been isolated, according to Dr. 
F. W. Schaeffer, a local vet*rin- 
ary who interested himself in 
the announcement, and the 
treatment of cases is usually de- 
termined by the particular phase 
of distemper which each dog dis- 


plays.
